“The Black Parachute” is a fairly 
trite spy melodrama with the usual 
ingredients of gunplay and the wild 


chase. But its intriguing title, and 
the timeliness of its guerilla war- 
fare theme, will lend it sufficient 


interest to hold up on the dual bills. 

The story is set presumably in a 
Balkan mountain country ‘although 
its name is never mentioned) where 


the Nazis have taken over the king 
and government by treachery, and 
the natives are in armed revolt. It’s 
a bloody bit of business. with the 


Nazis painted as stupid. ruthless 
murderers, and each native a quick- 


triggered avenger. Starting off plau- 
sibly enough \ ith its tale of a bat- 
tling underground, the story gpes off 
into fantastic tangents. such as the 


American disguised as a Nazi colonel 
showing up at German headquarters. 
to destroy any credence or value to 
the film. 


The American drops into the in- 
vaded country by means of a black 
parachute, the further to hide his 
entry in the dark night. His mission 
is to rescue the king, and get him 
out of the country? so that he may 


broadcast the truth to his people and 
keep them fighting. 

Larry Parks plays the American 
vith a certain charm and plausibil- 
ity.

It’s recalled that several years ago, when the “Wake Up America” 
forum was “sponsored” by the American Economic Foundation, it 

as immediately rendered suspect, although in that particular case 
jt developed into a well balanced discussion program with the only 
possible evidence of influence suggested by the frequent appear- 
ances of Dr. Ruth Alexander, a brilliant woman economist closely 
identified with wealth. 


But the real eyebrow-raising aspect of “Town Meeting” is the 
emergence of a magazine wielding such powerful influence, as the 
program’s sponsor. Particularly in view of the fact that the maga- 
vine has been accused by liberals of bias, of being anti-Roosevelt, 
anti-labor. Add to this the fact that the magazine is reported 
currently engaged in the preparation of a “big business” blast at 
the FCC and its chairman, James L. Fly, aa disclosed in testimony 
last week in Washington. The fact that the midget mag with the 
giant circulation has been criticized for “planting” material with 
other periodicals for the purpose of picking it up for reproduction 
may also have the effect of putting the program on the spot in the 
future. Thus the likelihood exists that each weekly program will 
be subjected to vigorous inspection to detect, either in subject or 
selection of speakers, anything suggesting a setup or “loading of 
alice. 


Going a step further, some people are-wondering if the magazine 
may take the forum talks and print them and, if so, whether the 
reprints will be balanced presentations or culled judiciously to 
serve editorial purposes. If there is a motive, it is all a matter of 
tactics and technique. 


How, then, can radio defend freedom of speech on sponsored 
forum programs? Inherently, it is a question of power.

In Memoriam: Max Brand 

Frederick Faust, the war corre- 
spondent for Harper's mag, killed 
recently in Italy with the U. S. in- 
fantry, had returned to a land where 
he had lived 15 years and was con- 
versant with its language and cus- 
toms while writing western thrillers 
for the American pulps. Writing 
under the nom de plume of Max 
Brand, as well as other monickers, 
he wrote over 156 book-length serials 
| for the Munsey mags, Street & Smith 
land other chains. He could write 
65.000 words in two weeks. Never 
courted publicity but was more pro- 
lific than Edgay Wallace, who was 
famous for his output. 

Faust had returned to this country 
before the war and was responsible 
for the “Dr. Kildare” series on radio, 
in film. magazine and book. He was 
originally an honor student at U. of 
Oalifornia, where his writing talent 
was recognized. To the surprise of 
‘the English professors, instead of a 
highbrow output he turned to the 
lowly pulps and made plenty from 
i them, turning out literally millions 
| ef words at good rates. 

Before the war his western novels 
were very popular in Italy, signed 
| “Max Brand, Roman.” perhaps be-
